with them magnificent schemes of colour ; besides many smaller initials and marginal 
ornaments ; bound tn green morocco ; from the ASHBURNHAM COLLECTION and previously 
from that of the Rev. WM. MasKkeLu. 160 guineas RY, OA 


This manuscript is a sure index to the piety of its period. It was compiled for the use, doubtless, of the gentleman 
and his spouse whose portraits adorn the miniature facing the order for Matins of Our Lady. The Calendar with its 
red letter-days assigned to English Saints (St. Thomas of Canterbury’s name, twice blazoned, has escaped the royal 
order for its erasure), the long list of special commemorations of favourite Saints at the end of Lauds, the insertion of a 
prayer in honour of the Passion after each of the Hours, the repeated prayers and paraphrases addressed to Our Lady 
(witness a very beutiful one of the Sa/ve Regina), and lastly the indulgences and other spiritual privileges attached to 
many of the prayers will not be lost on those who have any interest in the religious thoughts and occupations of our fore- 
fathers. A heading which is prefixed to some devotions to the Passion runs: yf ye be in any temptacion or in any tri- 
bulacion or in any maner of angwyse go before ycros and prey. ..deuoutely the v. woundes and thynke how he was 
peyned for you And than sey this orison.”” We learn, too, that they who recited kneeling St. Bede’s prayers De septem 
verbis «ti in cruce pendentis were protected against evil from man or devil, and would not die unconfessed ; and during 
thirty days before death they would see the glorious Virgin Mary preparing to aid them in their last hour. The minia- 
tures are full of individuality ; witness those of St. Christopher, St. Mary Magdalen, the beautiful Passion series (Our 
Lord’s condemnation, scourging, cross-bearing, deposition and entombment), a funeral in Church and the journey to 
Heaven of two souls conducted thither by SS. Mary and Lawrence. Gold and gorgeous colours are plentifully employed 
the former being commonly reserved for the burnished background. Beautiful foliage and flowers suffice for the border 
decoration along with the fine penwork of the scrolls from which they spring. ‘The text is of the finest and the long roll 
of Saints in the Litany is adorned in blue and gold with whole columns of scrolled initials, From the first letter of the 
Calendar, whose leaves are bright and crisp after 500 years, to the last line of St. Jerome’s psalter, with which the 
volume closes, the books brims with interest—a very well of delight for one who opens it in a spirit of discriminate 
reverence for the highest aspirations of the past which here found such eloquent expression.

A really fine manuscript aflame with colour from beginning to end. Possessed of an inexhaustible fund of invention, 
the miniaturist who decorated it seems at times to have been almost embarrassed by the multiplicity of the ideas which 
he poured out in such endless profusion. In bordering the miniatures he has adhered to no one style. His groundwork 
is sometimes gilt, sometimes plain, now favouring groups of flowers in medallions; now flowing tendrils or heavily 
blossomed branches. Here and there a delightful grace and freedom is apparent, only to be exchanged for conventional 
forms a little later on. Whether it is a shepherd, a warrior, a jester, a winged monster, a peacock or a dove, the artist 
achieves his purpose happily and with strong individuality. And so with the miniatures, a beautiful series abounding in 
detail, beauty of grouping, and graphic treatment of moving scenes. One returns to the book again and again to find 
fresh fascination on each succeeding page.

' A very interesting choir manual not only on account of the surpassingly beautiful execution of the gothic characters, 
but also on account of the remarks written on the fly leaves by successive friars using the book. ‘There are pages so aptly 
grouped and so tastefully adorned, that it were easy to wax enthusiastic in their contemplation. From the illuminator’s 
point of view we may safely say (as do the writers of notices on novels) ‘‘there is not a duli page in the book,” although 
it can boast nothing in the way of pictorial illumination, owing its entire merit to the excellence of textual execution. 
The music is written with admirable distinctness throughout, and includes the special music used by the Franciscan 
Order on its Founder’s day. 


Century), 
containing three historiated initials of different sizes, several others painted, scrolled, and illuminated,

A really glorious miniature stands at the head of the first page illustrating Christ’s charge to his Apostles. ‘‘ Behold 

I send you as sheep in the midst of wolves.” Eighteen figures enter into the design, and the main picture is framed by 

the four evangelistic symbols—a gorgeously executed scheme. A rather smaller, but still important initial represents 
the martyrdom of a bishop, and a third illustrates the words of the anthem ‘‘ Juravit Dominus.”

A book upon which an enormous amount of labour has been expended to comprise within limits little larger than those 
of a printed volume the whole of the priests’ daily office for the year. The psalter, hymns, collects and versicles are 
grouped under spent headings, a method which though entailing constant thumbing has not resulted in any appre- 
ciable soiling of the pages. The penmanship throughout is of a well sustained regularity, a perfect monument of patient 


work and success of arrangement, the initials in particular being singularly bold and strong in design, and displaying at 
times considerable originality. So complete a compendium of the devotional year is not often to be met with in manuscript.

Curious and most entertaining is the very original and humorous style of the author who tells us how he was called 
away to fight Tyrone in the woods of Glencoe, passed subsequently through Newry and crossing to the island of Magnes. 
The writer becomes especially gleeful as he recounts his festive reception at the house of Sir Richard Morrison. His 
views on the question of drunkenness are set forth with much jocularity : *‘ Et ego pro mea parte semper putavi abstemios 
istos conscios esse sibi magni allicujus criminis, qd ebrios se prodituros verebantur. Est enim vinum ebrietatis Pater, 
ebrietas vero mater veritatis....”

Stoetkin, and copies of the documents there 
framed were sent to the other houses of the order in Flanders and Normandy, as appears from the conclusion of the 
second treatise. The text gives {much insight into the daily lives of these Franciscan tertiaries and the rules by which 

they were ordered. Attached to the inside of the binding is an interesting fragment of early ecclesiastical music.

The decoration of this lovely little book is of no ordinary kind. Its miniatures are only six in number, but every one 
of them is an artistic treasure. The beauty of these pictures, severally representing S. John the Divine, The Annuncia- 
tion, The Crucifixion, The Descent of the Paraclete, David and Bathsheba, anda Funeral Procession, can only be faintly 
indicated here. Let it suffice, therefore, to say that each in succession embodies all the features which constitute perfec- 
tion in this branch of art, the last of the set perhaps most conspicuously so. On this exquisite page the white robes and 
black manties of the clerics, the dark, gold shaded, brown gowns of the bearers, and the flaming torches of the attendants, 
are disposed within the limit of a few inches with a skill so consummate as to convey the impression of wide space, an 
effect considerably enhanced by the presence of a well proportioned church placed at a distance. The borders exhibit 
the cunning of the experienced craftsman in every curve and touch of colour, and the embellishment of the capitals is rich 
in the extreme. A paraphrase in French verse of the Salve Regina, added to the original text, increases the general 
interest of the volume.

It is difficult to assign the exact place held in the category of liturgical books by such a work as this. We may call 
it, perhaps, a cantor’s commonplace-book, or a processionarium in brief. Beyond its exquisite neatness and easy legibility 
the manuscript may have no great claims to rank as a fine work ofart. The old gothic lettering is deserted for the 
roman, and utility rather than elegance has been the aim of the compiler. But how rich in interest is the little volume 
put together by the industry of one of the monks of the famous Abbey of the Benedictines of Paris! From it we learn 
their connexion with the Cassinese congregation of the order, their special privileges and many of their peculiar observ- 
ances. Thus, the soth Psalm thrice repeated before the High Altar on St. Benedict’s day gained a plenary indulgence 
for the suppliant, while the monks who celebrated three masses at an altar designated by the Abbot enjoyed the satisfac- 
tion of having freed the soul of one of their brethren (or if they preferred it of one of their relations ‘‘ secundum carnem”’) 
from Purgatory: and these are but stray instances of the lavish spiritual endowments of the Abbey. On Sundays special 
benedictory visits were made to the dormitory, infirmary, refectory, kitchen, and cellar, as may be gathered from the 
prayers included in this manual, in which room also has been found for the whole of the music used in the blessing ot 


the Paschal candle. The manuscript is in fine, clean condition, and is as serviceable to-day as it was in 1585, Even the 
binding, though somewhat battered at the back, is strong.

Pietro Aaron, a worthy representative of the early school of Italian Contrapuntists, was born in Florence late in the 
15th century, and kecame a member of the Order of Jerusalem and a Canon of Rimini. He was admitted by Leo X. 
to the Roman Chapel and founded a School of Music in the Eternal City in 1533, not long before Palestrina’s arrival, 
His book, a monument of the musical science of his time, contributed possibly to the more elaborate achievements of a 
later day. The efforts expended on its production by the printers Bernardino and Mattheo de Uitali were therefore no 
more than appropriate. The author’s portrait, in the midst of a numerous group, is enclosed within a fine border, intro. 
ducing heads at the angles and four figures representing the string, wind and percussion branches of the orchestral 
family, and the title page abounding in beautiful figures and scrolls is hardly less attractive. The diagrams explaining 
the author’s theories are models of accurate execution, and the condition throughout is admirably clean and perfect.

It is not too much to say that no finer array of a similar character dealing with the County has ever been gathered 
together. Coming from a family that has held there, for so long, a position of the first importance, and so devoted to 
associations with the past, in fields much wider than this, it could hardly fail to win such a place. They were chosen 
in the days when their original publishers could supply them in the original state, and they have been allowed to remain 
thus. All the more importance is attached to such a fact by the period covered being that of the highest perfection in 
English Topographical Drawings. Take for instance the grand work performed by the Brothers Buck, of whose Original 
Drawings in sepia for their great series of *.A tiguities,’ published 1727-40, we have 17 here, usually accompanied by the 
engravings ; their sizes average about 53{in. by 13%in., and the execution is of the most finished character. Titles as 
follows: Begeham Abbey, Bodyhum Castle, Winchelsea Castle, Winchelsea Monastery, Hurstmonceux Castle, Battle 
Abbey, Pevensey Castle (2 views), Ruins of Priesthawes, Longney Chapel (these 2 are WATER-COLOURS, measuring 
respectively 64%in. by 34%in. and 74in. by 9in.), Wilmington Priory, Lewes Abbey and Castle (2 views), Amberley 
Castle, Arundel Castle, and Boxgrove Priory.
